Asbestos discovery leads to closure

Members of the Khyber Arts 
Society are taking the “long 
view” of a somewhat abrupt 
start to long-awaited renova¬ 
tions at the Khyber Centre 
for the Arts. 

HRM staff told the soci¬ 
ety Thursday to immediately 
cease public programming 
because of asbestos discov¬ 
ered in plaster dust at the 
historic Barrington Street 
building. 

Artistic director Daniel 
Joyce said that upcoming ex¬ 
hibits and events have been 
cancelled, and the society is 
scrambling to find a tempor¬ 
ary home. 

“We have to find appro¬ 
priate gallery space and fig¬ 
ure out what we’re doing 
with our event program¬ 
ming, because we’re going to 
lose a lot of revenue through 
not hosting events,” he said. 


However, Joyce noted 
HRM staff are helping find 
the society a temporaiy 
home, and said the renova¬ 
tions represent an opportun¬ 
ity for the Khyber’s rejuvena¬ 
tion. 

“I think it could be great 
for the building as a cultural 
centre to get it cleaned up,” 
he said. “It’s really difficult 
to bring potential donors, 
politicians into the building 
when it looks like that.” 

Despite a once-tense rela¬ 
tionship with HRM, chair An¬ 
drew McLaren emphasized 
that Thursday’s closure is 
not an eviction in disguise. 

However, there’s some 
uncertainty about a return 


“What we seek is an as¬ 
surance from HRM that we 
continue to be regarded as 
a cultural incubator at that 
location,” he said. “We don’t 
have solid assurances of any 
sort except general indica¬ 
tions of an ongoing dia¬ 
logue.” 

McLaren said the uncer¬ 
tainty is minimal and the 
temporary upheaval is far 
outweighed by the potential 
benefits of the renovations 
for the local arts and culture 
community. 

“You have to take the long 
view,” said McLaren. “Halifax 
wants us to be part of their 
cultural strategy and so do 
we.”

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The Royals are coming 


Prince Charles, 
Camilla to visit 
Nova Scotia as part 
of Canadian tour 

Nova Scotia will play host 
to two members of the 
monarchy this spring. 

A Royal Tour of Canada 
will take place in May 
when Charles, the Prince of 
Wales, and his wife Camilla, 
Duchess of Cornwall, will 
make stops in Nova Scotia, 
Prince Edward Island and 
Manitoba. 

David Johnston, Gov¬ 
ernor General of Canada, 
made the announcement 
Thursday, although details 
were as to where they 
would specifically visit are 
to be finalized. 

“We look forward to 
welcoming the Prince of 
Wales and the Duchess of 
Cornwall to Nova Scotia,” 
Premier Stephen McNeil 
says in a statement. “It is 
an opportunity for a whole 
new generation of Nova 
Scotians to meet the royal 
couple as we showcase our 
beautiful province to them.” 

It will be the 17th 
Canadian visit for Prince 
Charles and the third for 
the duchess. 

They were last in 
Canada in 2012 to mark the 
Queen’s Diamond Jubilee. 
That four-day visit included 
stops in New Brunswick, 
Ontario and Saskatchewan.

The theft of a series of photos 
promoting awareness around 
homelessness is “wrong on so 
many levels,” says the execu¬ 
tive director of Shelter Nova 
Scotia. 

Don Spicer said on Thurs¬ 
day he filed a report with the 
Halifax Regional Police after he 
said 15 large photos that were

part of the Seeing Through — 
One Community, Many Faces 
campaign were stolen from the 
windows of Alderney Landing. 

“I can’t think of why some¬ 
one would do something like 
this,” Spicer said quietly over 
the phone. 

“When a not-for-profit is 
just tiying to better the fives of 
people who are experiencing 
homelessness, and then you 
steal their ability to do that, it’s 
just wrong on so many levels.” 

The photos, 30 inches by 
30 inches, were printed onto 
white vinyl and shot by local 
photographer Sue Siri. 


Spicer said a witness saw a 
man and woman take the 15 
photos down on Jan. 5 around 
2:30 p.m., but the theft wasn’t 
reported until now because he 
wanted to ensure someone in 
the campaign hadn’t taken 
them. 

The suspects were de¬ 
scribed as white, and the man 
was tall and thin with a beard 
and raspy voice. The woman 
was shorter than the man, 
with a small to medium build 
and shoulder-length dark hair. 

“(He) spoke to the witness 
and claimed to be the pho¬ 
tographer that took the pic¬ 


tures,” Spicer said. “The wit¬ 
ness ... thought nothing more 
of it and left the area, and the 
couple walked out the door.” 

Shelter Nova Scotia was 
planning to use the images for 
more awareness campaigns 
in the future, Spicer said, and 
is “extremely disappointed” 
they’re gone because they 
can’t afford to have the photos 
reproduced. 

They got the original set for 
free thanks to Siri and other 
sponsors, but it would cost 
$7,500 to reprint them now, 
Spicer said. 

“We were so excited and 
proud of this project,” Spicer 
said. “To have somebody steal 
it out from under us is upset¬ 
ting for sure.”

Downtown Halifax has been 
a hot topic of discussion as de¬ 
velopers and regional council 
focus on ways to rejuvenate the 
area, but Tim Rissesco is glad 
downtown Dartmouth will 
have its share of attention in a 
new improvement campaign. 

On Thursday, HRM an¬ 
nounced a series of public 
meetings called Downtown... 
I’m In. The meetings will be 
held Saturday, Feb. 8, to capture 
ideas about creating a more vi¬ 
brant downtown experience in 
Halifax and Dartmouth. 

“It’s exciting. It’s good to 
have a council and a mayor that 
... see the downtowns as eco¬ 
nomic generators for the mu¬ 
nicipality,” said Rissesco, execu¬ 


tive director for the Downtown 
Dartmouth Business Commis¬ 
sion. 

“That fires us up and ener¬ 
gizes us, and keeps the momen¬ 
tum going forward.” 

Rissesco said what down¬ 
town Dartmouth really needs 
is more people living and work¬ 
ing in the area, as well as fun 
street events like Switch that 
bring crowds into the area. 

He said Dartmouth already 
has lots of great infrastructure 
like the waterfront, multi-use 
trails, new independent shops, 
as well as promising develop¬ 
ments like King’s Wharf. 

Although he says he has 
nothing against large shopping 
malls, Rissesco said it’s import¬ 
ant to keep downtowns alive 
because they’re the “heart of a 
community.” 

“It’s where the histoiy is,” 
Rissesco said. “The downtown 
is what makes our city special.”

Halifax police have charged 
a 50-year-old Dartmouth 
man with child pornog¬ 
raphy offences following 
the search of a home on 
Thursday morning. 

Police say a residence in 
the 0 to 100 block of Gourolc 
Avenue was searched and 
police arrested the suspect 
and seized his computer 
equipment. 

Kevin Nugent has been 
charged with possession of 
child pornography and ac¬ 
cessing child pornography. 
He will appear in Dart¬ 
mouth provincial court Feb. 
25. 

Nugent has been released 
from custody under the con¬ 
ditions to not communicate 
with children under 16, to 
not access the internet and 
to not be within 50 metres 
of anywhere frequented by 
children.

Accused’s and Amber Kirwan’s 
DNA found on shirt, court hears 


Pictou Supreme Court. 
Second week of trial 
wraps up Friday 


Amber Kirwan’s DNA and that 
of the man accused of killing 
her were found on the same 
piece of clothing along with an¬ 
other unknown DNA sample. 

Thomas Suzanski, an RCMP 
forensic biologist, who was 
handed the task of finding 
the DNA from exhibits in the 
Kirwan investigation, testified 
Thursday in Pictou Supreme 
Court this is the only piece of 
evidence that was tested that 
has DNA from both Kirwan 
and Christopher Falconer on it 
together. 

Thirty-one-year-old Falcon¬ 
er is charged with first-degree 
murder in the death of 19-year- 
old Kirwan, who went missing 
from downtown New Glasgow 
on Oct. 9, 2011. Her remains 
were found in Heathbell in a 
muddy grave off a logging road 
on Nov. 5. 

Police forensic officers testi¬ 
fied earlier in the trial that 


the tank top was found inside 
a bag that was located in the 
back seat of his car. Witnesses 
who knew Falconer testified 
that he was often seen wear¬ 
ing similar dark-coloured tank 
tops. 

Suzanski said after retest¬ 
ing the tank 
top four differ¬ 
ent times, he 
located DNA on 
the back of the 
shirt, near the 
neck line, that 
clearly matched 
Falconer. Kir¬ 
wan’s DNA was 
found on the 
front of the shirt 
near the bottom. 

However, 
under cross 
examination, 
defence lawyer Mike Taylor 
also pointed out that test re¬ 
sults show DNA from a third 
unknown person was found 
on several locations on the 
tank top. 

Suzanski confirmed the 
finding, but he added it was 
from a “mixed profile” mean¬ 
ing that a clear DNA profile 


couldn’t be identified. How¬ 
ever, he agreed with the de¬ 
fence that there was clearly 
a third person’s DNA on the 
shirt. 

“There was DNA there 
from at least three people and 
as you heard from the expert, 
there is DNA 
from at least 
three people in 
several spots 
and DNA that 
could not have 
been attributed 
to Mr. Falconer,” 
said Taylor fol¬ 
lowing Thurs¬ 
day’s court ses¬ 
sion. “I hope it 
will tell the jury 
where the DNA 
came from and 
who actually 
contributed to the DNA and 
placed it there.” 

Crown attorney Bill Gor¬ 
man said the tank top is a link 
in the evidence chain and the 
evidence can’t be looked at 
one piece at a time. He said 
DNA evidence clearly shows 
Kirwan was at the camper 
trailer, new Glasgow news

Millbrook. Latest 
blaze happened after 
man fuelled up vehicle 


RCMP say a transfer-truck 
fire Thursday morning at the 
Truro Power Centre does not 
appear to be suspicious. 

Sgt. Don Daigle of Mill- 
brook RCMP said the out-of- 
town driver had filled his fuel 
tanks at the Irving Big Stop in 


Truro Heights, took Exit 13 
to Highway 102 southbound 
and was driving toward the 
Truro Power Centre when he 
was alarmed by a suspicious 
smell in the cab. 

“He started smelling some¬ 
thing that didn’t smell right,” 
said Daigle. “He decided he 
was going to get off the road 
safely away from traffic.” 

The driver pulled off the 
highway and parked the 
truck in the Cineplex parking 
lot, which was vacant at the 


time of the fire, around 11:50 
a.m. 

“By the time he got out 
it was in flames,” said the 
officer. “The truck went up 
pretty quick.” 

The driver was not injured 
during the blaze. 

It was the second major 
truck fire Truro firefighters 
have been called to battle at 
the Truro Power Centre in 
less than 24 hours. Wednes¬ 
day night a fuel truck parked 
on Highway 102 caught fire, 


prompting evacuation of 
businesses and residences 
within a half-kilometre ra¬ 
dius.

Three other suspects were 
earlier picked up and accused 
of taking part in Tuesday’s at¬ 
tack, which lasted nearly three 
hours and happened near Con¬ 
naught Place, a popular shop¬ 
ping area in the heart of New 
Delhi, police spokesman Rajan 
Bhagat said. 

“We have identified the 
culprits. All of them are vaga¬ 


bonds,” a police official said 

Tourism figures fell signifi¬ 
cantly in the three months fol¬ 
lowing the 2012 fatal gang-rape 
of a young Indian woman — a 
case that caused public outrage 
— with visits by women drop¬ 
ping 35 per cent, according 
to the Associated Chambers 
of Commerce and Industry of 
India. 

Police said the Danish tour¬ 
ist was raped at knifepoint 
Tuesday after she approached 
a group of men for directions 
back to her hotel. Instead of 
helping her, the men lured her 
to a secluded spot and raped 
her repeatedly, according to po¬ 
lice.

Court agrees to hear right-to-die appeal 


Assisted suicide. 

Proponents argue the 
law is outdated and 
society's view of the 
issue has changed 


The Supreme Court of Canada 
has agreed to review the coun- 
tiy’s assisted-suicide laws more 
than two decades after it re¬ 


jected doctor-assisted dying for 
people who are terminally ill. 

The high court announced 
Thursday it will hear an appeal 
in a case that briefly overturned 
the ban on assisted suicide and 
offered a B.C. woman a consti¬ 
tutional exemption to get help 
in ending her life. 

The B.C. Civil Liberties As¬ 
sociation, which has argued on 
behalf of several ill people who 
said they wanted to die with 


dignity, hailed the decision. 

In 2012, Justice Lynn Smith 
of the B.C. Supreme Court 
ruled the existing law was un¬ 
constitutional but delayed her 
ruling for a year to allow the 
federal government to rewrite 
the statute. 

Smith also granted Gloria 
Taylor an exemption that 
would have allowed her to seek 
an assisted death. Taylor was 
terminally ill with ALS, also

known as Lou Gehrig’s disease. 

The federal government ap¬ 
pealed the B.C. Supreme Court 
decision, and the B.C. Court of 


Appeal overturned the ruling 
last October, concluding that 
the 1993 case that upheld the 
law was binding and that the 


lower court didn’t have the abil¬ 
ity to overturn the decision. 

Taylor didn’t use the consti¬ 
tutional exemption. She died of 
an infection in October 2012. 

But the family of another 
woman, 89-year-old Kay Carter 
who went to Switzerland in 
Januaiy 2010 to end her life, is 
continuing the court fight with 
the help of the British Colum¬ 
bia Civil Liberties Association.

The Calgary Humane Soci¬ 
ety is investigating after a 
cat was found muzzled and 
starved to death Thursday 
just metres from where a dog 
was found dead in much the 
same manner. 

The society said it found 
an emaciated female husky 
on Jan. 9 with tape over its 
muzzle, just like the cat. 

The dog investigation 
prompted a local veterinary 
company to offer up a $5,000 
reward for information lead¬ 
ing to conviction in the case. 


“Eveiybody who has a pet 
in Calgary is now at risk — 
that’s the scaiy part,” said 
Greg Hasbritt, president of 
Vets To Go, which is offering 
the reward. 

Brad Nichols, the humane 
society’s manager of cruelty 
investigations, said the penal¬ 
ties for such an act, if deemed 
intentional, could include 
counts of animal neglect and 
cruelty and carry a sentence 
of up to five years in prison 
and a maximum $20,000 fine.

Trudeau admits $840 
in bad expense claims 


Administrative errors? 

Expenses were incurred 
while Liberal leader was 
working as paid public 
speaker; he says money 
has been fully repaid 


In the midst of the Senate ex¬ 
penses scandal, Justin Trudeau 
has fessed up to some expense 
claim transgressions of his 
own. 

The Liberal leader disclosed 
Thursday that he wrongly 
claimed $840 in MP travel and 
living expenses incurred while 
he was actually moonlighting 
as a paid public speaker. 

He called them administra¬ 
tive errors and said he fully re¬ 
paid the money as soon as he 
was made aware of the prob¬ 
lem. 

Conservative and NDP ri¬ 
vals pounced on the admis¬ 


sion, accusing Trudeau of 
being little better than the 
senators who are under RCMP 
investigation for making al¬ 
legedly fraudulent expense 
claims. 

But Trudeau insisted his 
public disclosure and swift 
action to remedy the mistake 
shows he’s setting a new stan¬ 
dard of transparency.

The actress suspected of having 
an affair with French President 
Francois Hollande has filed a 
lawsuit against a gossip maga¬ 
zine for alleged invasion of pri¬ 
vacy over its report. 

A representative of Closer 
magazine says the publica¬ 
tion received legal documents 
Thursday from Julie Gayet and 
her lawyers. The lawsuit seeks 
54,000 euros (about $80,000) in 
damages and other fees, plus 


the publication of a summaiy 
of any judicial ruling on its 
front page. 

Rumours have long circu¬ 
lated that the French president 
might have a lover. Closer pub¬ 
lished images Friday showing 
his bodyguard and a helmeted 
man it says is Hollande visiting 
what it says is Gayet’s apart¬ 
ment. 

Hollande has been living 
with Valerie Trierweiler, a jour¬ 


nalist, since he split with the 
mother of his four children in

Trierweiler is viewed as 
the reason that Hollande split 
from longtime partner Sego- 
lene Royal. The couple separ¬ 
ated just after Royal lost her 
bid for the presidency in 2007, 
but it later emerged Hollande 
had been having an affair with 
Trierweiler during the cam¬ 
paign.

The men streaming in and 
out of a small clubhouse in 
east Amsterdam could almost 
be construction workers at 
the end of a hard day, crack¬ 
ing jokes as they down a few 
Heinelcens, waiting for their 
paycheques. But it’s only noon, 
the men are alcoholics and the 
beers are the paycheque. 

In a pilot project that has 
drawn attention in the Neth¬ 
erlands and around the world, 
the city has teamed up with a 
charity organization in hopes 
of improving the neighbour¬ 
hood and possibly improv¬ 


ing life for the alcoholics. Not 
by hying to get them to stop 
drinking, but instead by offer¬ 
ing to fund their habit outright. 

The men — two groups of 
10 — must show up at 9 a.m., 
three days a week. They start 
off with two beers, work a 
morning shift, eat lunch, get 
two more beers, and then do 
an afternoon shift before clos¬ 
ing out with their last beer. 
Sometimes there’s a bonus 
beer. Total daily pay package: 
19 euros (about $28), in beer, 
tobacco, a meal, and 10 euros 
cash. 

Gerrie Holterman, leader of 
the small non-profit Rainbow 
Group Foundation that runs 
the program, conceded there 
has only been one individual 
so far who has moved from the 
program to regular life.

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Vatican grilled by UN on 
child sex abuse scandal 


'The Holy See gets it’ 

Church’s former sex 
crimes prosecutor

The Vatican came under blis¬ 
tering criticism from a UN 
committee Thursday for its 
handling of the global priest 
sex-abuse scandal, facing its 
most intense public grilling 
to date over allegations that 
it protected pedophile priests 
at the expense of victims. 

The Vatican insisted it had 
little jurisdiction to sanction 
pedophile priests around the 
globe, saying it was for local 
law enforcement to do so. But 
officials conceded that more 
needs to be done and prom¬ 
ised to build on progress 
already made to become a 



model for others, given the 
scale of the problem and the 
role the Holy See plays in the 
international community. 


“The Holy See gets it,”

Live webcam 
child abuse ring 
busted 

Child abuse investigators 
in the U.S., Britain and 
Australia have dismantled 
an organized crime 
group that streamed live 
webcam footage of child 
sexual abuse from the 
Philippines for paying 
viewers around the world. 

An international 
investigation broke up 
the ring, which abused 
impoverished children 
as young as six, Britain’s 
National Crime Agency 
said. Authorities made 
29 arrests, including 11 
people in the Philippines 
who had facilitated the 
crime, including members 
of the children’s families. 

Police describe the use 
of webcams to stream live 
child abuse — especially 
from developing countries 
— as a “significant and 
emerging threat.”

Having been through the citizenship 
process recently, I have to disagree 
with most of this think tank’s find¬ 
ings. 

The claim that applicants are 
tested on "economic self-sufficiency" 
is completely false. Moreover, bar¬ 
riers to citizenship are low, with only 
3.6 per cent of citizenship applicants 
ultimately rejected. The most com¬ 
mon reason for rejecting applicants 
is that they didn’t live in Canada for 


the required three years. 

The history section includes a lot 
about the waves of immigration that 
have shaped Canada, emphasizing 
the positive contribution of multi- 
culturalism, pluralism, diversity and 
mutual respect. The overwhelming 
majority of applicants in my test ses¬ 
sion were non-white, and that seems 
to be quite normal. 

The only reasonable point that 
the think tank makes relates to the 
processing delays.

Jack Ryan: Shadow 
Recruit. Chris Pine and 
a dull dialogue sink this 
Jack Ryan installment 


Richard: Steve, Shadow Re¬ 
cruit is nothing fancy... and 
it’s also nothing Clancy. As 
the first of the Ryan movies 
not based on a Tom Clancy 
novel, it feels quite generic. 
There is the usual intrigue and 
a couple of tense scenes, but 
what the movie doesn’t have 
is the ear for dialogue of the 
other Ryan films. When you 
have a senior CIA agent mut¬ 
tering the line, “This is geo¬ 
politics, not couple’s therapy,” 
it’s hard to know whether this 
is a satire of spy films or just 
badly written. 


Steve: It certainly wasn’t in¬ 
spired writing, that’s for sure. 
I get the feeling the genesis of 
this film came straight from a 
money-angling producer who 
somehow decided reviving a 
12-year-old movie character 
like Jack Ryan would make 
better business sense than cre¬ 
ative endeavour. The problem 
is, even if you look at the pre¬ 
vious incarnations of the CIA 
operative — he’s pretty indis¬ 
tinct. He’s no James Bond. And 
vanilla Chris Pine doesn’t add 
much to that blandness. 

RC: True, but I really think that 
this is a case of a director with 
no affinity for the material. 
It’s almost as if the movie was 
pieced together by people who 
had seen a lot of spy movies, 
but didn’t really understand 
them. Add to that action scenes 


so frenetically edited it’s often 
hard to see who is punching 
who through the flashes of 
light on the screen. A little clar¬ 
ity in those sequences would 
have gone a long way to make 
up for the ridiculous dialogue 
and underdeveloped charac¬ 
ters. 

SG: Absolutely. I had a hard 
time making sense of the ac¬ 
tion sequences since they were 
filmed with shaky handheld 
cameras in what seemed to be 
extreme close-up. Perhaps film¬ 
maker Kenneth Branagh was 
focusing less on direction and 
more on playing the Russian 
antagonist in the film, which 
he does effectively enough in 
spite of the formulaic dialogue. 
Keira Knightly too, in the pretty 
unremarkable role of Ryan’s 
unwitting operative wife, is fine 


— although I’m not sure what 
her attraction to the part was. 

RC: Knightley was fine, but 
I thought Branagh played 
Cherevin with all the nuance 
of a Bond villain. He’s ruthless, 
flamboyantly accented and 
super smart. Smart enough to 
bring down the global econ¬ 
omy but not smart enough, ap¬ 
parently, to see through Chris 
Pine’s terrible drunk act near 
the climax of the film. 

Steve: True enough. And that 
probably exemplifies this film’s 
biggest flaw. As much as the ac¬ 
tion is set at the pace of an over- 
caffeinated ferret, this thriller is 
pretty much boilerplate materi¬ 
al with any subtle intricacies 
simplified for the sake of the 
neatly-capped plot. In the end, 
it’s a pretty plain spy flick.

Sundance kickoff.

As Kristen Stewart, Elisabeth 
Moss and Joseph Gordon-Levitt 
have learned, the Sundance 
Film Festival in the mountains 
of Utah is the ideal destination 
to get away from it all and work 
on that career shift. 

Robert Redford’s two-weelc 
celebration of independent 
cinema kicked off its 30th year 
Thursday in Park City, Utah, 
with a lineup that includes 117 
feature films. One of them is 
Camp X-Ray, in which Stewart 
plays against type as a Guan¬ 
tanamo Bay guard who be¬ 
friends a prisoner. 

Stewart, who was last at 
the festival in 2010 when she 
was promoting her role as 
Joan Jett in The Runaways, 
says Camp X-Ray was one of 
the rare scripts she’d read 
that made her want to work 
again after her two-year act¬ 


ing hiatus following the Twi¬ 
light movies. 

“At my age it’s difficult 
to find stuff that isn’t com¬ 
pletely derivative,” said the 
23-year-old in a recent inter¬ 
view. “Most parts are imitat¬ 
ing something else that was 
popular.” 

With Snow White and the 
Huntsman 2 coming in 2015, 
Stewart’s big-budget franchise 
days are far from over. “But 


it’s a little bit more difficult to 
create the environment that 
I thrive in on a bigger movie,” 
she explains. 

“I prefer doing smaller ones. 
They’re quicker. I like intensive 
things and then I like to walk 
away.”

Cast 
of long-running sitcom 
is already emotional 
— and eyeing up props 
to take as souvenirs 


Cristin Milioti was the first 
to tear up. “I don’t know why 
I’m ciying, I have no right 
to ciy,” she said when asked 
about the relationships she 
had developed on How I Met 
Your Mother as the newest cast 
member. 

“These guys had been 
together for nine years, so 
it was veiy scaiy about how 
I would be accepted, but it 
couldn’t have been more won¬ 
derful.” Milioti was cast as the 
mother at the end of season 
eight. But her tenure will end 
in weeks. In its ninth and final 
season, How I Met Your Mother 
airs its grand finale March 31. 
And there will be plenty more 
tears among cast and crew as 
the long-running show winds 
down. “It’s been the nicest 
place to come for nine years,” 
said Jason Segel (Marshall Erik¬ 
sen), sitting on the set that 
serves as the living room for the 
apartment he shares with wife 
Lily (Alyson Hannigan). 

“This is the longest time I’ve 
spent with people outside my 
own family. You watch people 
go through some serious life 
stuff.” Said co-creator Craig 
Thomas: “It’s surreal that the 


end is coming. It’s only really 
going to hit us when it’s really 
over.” The show premiered 
on CBS in 2005, detailing the 
lives of friends in Manhattan. 
It revolves around Ted Mosby 
(played by Josh Radnor) narrat¬ 
ing to his children through a 
series of flashbacks about how 
he met their mother. 

Co-creator Carter Bays says 
the final episodes will “tie it all 
together in a package” for fans. 
“We will also fill in the eight 
years in the life of the mother. 
There are a lot of fun intersec¬ 
tions in her life and our gang, so 
we’ll see more of her and learn 


more about her,” said Thomas. 
Neil Patrick Harris (Barney Stin¬ 
son) says the ending is “More 
complicated than you would as¬ 
sume.” Meanwhile, the tough¬ 
est battle seems to be who 
claims dibs on the props when 


the show wraps up. “It’s been 
a touchy subject. (Co-creator) 
Carter is taking eveiything,” 
said Hannigan. “He’s like tak¬ 
ing an entire wall of the set.” 

Bays said he didn’t think 
he’d be emotional about the 


props. But with the show wind¬ 
ing down, he’s been getting 
needy. “You say you don’t need 
it. And then you start thinking 
you do need some stuff,” said 
Bays. 

With the end in sight, the 
show has already hit some 
speed bumps, most recently 
with an episode that featured 
a homage to lcung fu movies 
where Segel’s character Mar¬ 
shall travels to China to meet 
with three characters out of a 
lcung fu movie played by Rad¬ 
nor, Cobie Smulders (Robin 
Scherbatslcy) and Hannigan. 

The cast members’ ac¬ 


cents and makeup sparked 
a firestorm on Twitter for 
what some perceived as racist 
overtones. Bays and Thomas 
responded with an apology, 
saying: 

“We’re deeply sorry, and 
we’re grateful to eveiyone who 
spoke up to make us aware 
of it. We try to make a show 
that’s universal, that anyone 
can watch and enjoy. We fell 
short of that this week and feel 
terrible about it. To eveiyone 
we offended, I hope we can 
regain your friendship and end 
this series on a note of good¬ 
will.” TORSTAR NEWS SERVICE

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Transgender actress hopes Brave New 
Girls will send message of acceptance

Jenna Talackova. 
New Canadian reality 
TV series explores 
lives of 'regular girls 
trying to make it’ 


After taking on tycoon Donald 
Trump and becoming an ad¬ 
vocate for equal rights as the 
first transgender Miss Universe 
Canada contestant in 2012, 
Jenna Talackova was swim¬ 
ming in offers promising fame. 

“I was pitched many shows 
when I was in LA.,” the statu¬ 
esque, six-foot-one blonde said 
in a recent interview “My 
agent kept sending me down 
there and it just didn’t align 
with my personality. 

“Dating shows and all these 
kinds of things — it wasn’t the 
message I was tiying to give 
out to the world and so I lost a 
lot of confidence.” 

The 25-year-old did like one 
show idea — one in which 
she would train to become 
a Victoria’s Secret model, a 
longtime goal of hers — but it 
didn’t work out. 

And then she met the pro¬ 
ducers of E’s new original Can¬ 
adian series Brave New Girls, 
which premieres Sunday at 10 
p.m. EST. 

Talackova said she wanted 
to star in the reality series 
because it’s Canadian and of¬ 
fered the chance to move from 
Vancouver to Toronto to pur¬ 


sue her dreams of modelling 
and acting. 

“I just hope I make it more 
socially acceptable for any¬ 
body that’s different from so¬ 
ciety’s kind of person,” said Ta¬ 
lackova, who decided to fully 
transition into a woman at age 
14 and had sex reassignment 


surgeiy at age 19. 

“So I hope this show sends 
that message — to accept 
people for who they are.” 

The show also stars Talaclc- 
ova’s friend Dajana Radovan- 
ovic, a model who’s finishing 
her criminology degree and 
wants Talackova to focus on 


her goals. Also featured is her 
more free-wheeling cousin An¬ 
gela Peny, who wants her to 
loosen up. 

Peny wanted to be on the 
show to support what she felt 
was a positive message and “a 
way to promote understand¬ 
ing and acceptance.”

“We’re not in medieval 
times anymore,” she said. 

Radovanovic felt it was “an 
amazing platform” for young 
women and people from all 
walks of life. 

“Just to see Jenna living 
a regular life like eveiybody 
else, that’s probably the main 
message, and just to see that 
we’re all just regular girls tiy¬ 
ing to make it.” 

It’s not a smooth road, 
though. In the premiere of the 
half-hour, eight-episode series, 
Talackova expresses interest 
in an apartment but agents for 
the building express concern 
about her “profile.” Her his¬ 
tory also scares off a guy at a 
bar. 

“This is just such a little 
problem with what transgen¬ 
dered women go through,” 


said Talackova, who was ori¬ 
ginally barred from compet¬ 
ing in Trump’s Miss Universe 
Canada because of her gender 
at birth. After threatening to 
take Trump to court, she was 
allowed in and placed in the 
Top 12. 

“My good friend (trans¬ 
gender actress) Laverne Cox 
was recently on the Katie Cour- 
ic show and she was just bril¬ 
liant. She was talking about 
all the injustice going on with 
transgendered women and all 
the hate crimes, all the mur¬ 
ders every other day in Amer¬ 
ica, and that’s really what mat¬ 
ters,” added Talackova. 

“Me getting discriminated 
against when it comes to find¬ 
ing an apartment is so little 
compared to what’s really 
going on with transgendered 
women. So I just hope that we 
can keep shedding light on 
these kind of issues.” 

Talackova admits she’s 
been uncomfortable with be¬ 
ing identified by the word 
“transgender” in the past, and 
she doesn’t want it to be her 
“hook” as she tries to make it 
in show business. 

“But through this show, it 
kind of made me comfortable 
with who I am, and if I can 
help one person, then I’m liv¬ 
ing my purpose,” she said. “It’s 
not that I don’t want to be as¬ 
sociated with it, it’s part of my 
life, I just think I’ve worked so 
hard to transform myself.”

Hunkering down indoors 
with family, food and a 
few bottles of wine has 
become a winter tradition 
in Canada. 

While power outages 
may put a damper on your 
culinaiy ambitions, you 
can still explore new grape 
varieties by candlelight. 

Spain’s eclectic collec¬ 
tion of berries is mostly 
indigenous. Though some 
aren’t that easy to warm up 
to, gamacha (or grenache as 
it’s known in France) meets 
most palates in the middle. 

With a ripe, rounded 
fruit expression and, 
depending on the age of the 
vines, a bright, naturally 
berry sweet flavour, Spanish 
gamacha is a true bridge 
between the old and new 
wine worlds. 

I predicted its 2014 
popularity in a column ear¬ 
lier this month, and if you 
need confirmation, fill your 
mouth with Bodegas San 
Alejandro’s 2010 Las Rocas 
Gamacha ($14.99 - $19.90). 

Made in the Calatayud 
region in the province of 
Zaragoza’s southwestern 
comer, its soothing, black- 
fruited body cruises to a 
finish of dark spice, tannin 
and subtle oak. Try with sea¬ 
sonal dishes like stew and 
— if you have electricity.

It didn’t take long for Konrad 
Abeltshauser to realize the 
cold realities of playing profes¬ 
sional hockey. 

In a matter of months, the 
former Halifax Mooseheads 
defenceman left his junior 
home of five seasons, joining 
the ranks of the Worcester 
Sharks — the San Jose Sharks’ 
American Hockey League af¬ 
filiate. 

No longer is he the go-to 
guy in the AHL. Instead, the 
Sharks’ sixth-round pick in 
2010 is among seven other 
talented defencemen on the 
team all battling for their 
piece of the pie, and sharing 
Abeltshauser’s NHL aspira¬ 
tions. 

“I realized really quickly 
that this is pro hockey now 
and there’s no fooling around 
anymore,” said the 21-year-old 
native of Bad Tolz, Germany. 

“If you’re not sharp the 
entire game then there are 
enough players here to replace 
you. You just make the coach¬ 
es’ job a lot easier to take you 
out of the lineup.” 

The former Canadian 
Hockey League humanitarian 
of the year would be the first 
to admit the transition from 
junior to pro hasn’t been easy. 

But he takes comfort in 
knowing he’s progressing, be¬ 
coming faster, stronger and 
smarter. So far, the Sharks 
have played 35 regular-season 


games, Abeltshauser has ap¬ 
peared in 21 of them. 

“Now you’re playing 
against grown men,” he said.

reasons.”

NFL playoffs. Broncos 
legend says he’ll meet 
with star after playoffs 
to discuss his future 


John Elway doesn’t see Peyton 
Manning riding off into that 
orange Rocky Mountain sunset 
the way Elway did 15 years ago 
if the Denver Broncos quarter¬ 
back caps his record-setting 
season with a second Super 
Bowl ring. 

Elway’s body was breaking 


down, having been sacked 516 
times — 244 more than Man¬ 
ning has been in about the 
same number of games. 

“I still think he’s young and 
he’s playing well,” Elway, now 
the Broncos’ executive vice- 
president, said Thursday of his 
quarterback, who’s coming off 
his best statistical season just 
two years removed from neck 
problems that weakened his 
throwing arm. “That’s going to 
come down to Peyton. It’s go¬ 
ing to come down to what he 
wants to do.” 

Manning has given no indi¬ 


cation that he’s anywhere near 
calling it quits at age 37, al¬ 
though he has dropped phras¬ 
es lately like “light at the end 
of the tunnel” when talking 
about his career. 

Elway takes that to mean 
Manning knows that whenever 
he does walk away, these are 
the days he’ll look back on. 

Manning is preparing to 
lead the Broncos (14-3) against 
Tom Brady and the New Eng¬ 
land Patriots (13-4) Sunday in 
the AFC championship. 

Elway said he’ll meet with 
Manning after the season to 


talk about his future. But the 
four-time MVP, who will like¬ 
ly have No. 5 soon, certainly 
doesn’t seem to be wringing 
the last Sundays out of his 
battered body like Elway was 
doing back in 1998. After all, 
Manning has thrown for 97 
touchdowns in his two seasons 
in Denver, including an NFL- 
record 55 this season. 

“When you leave this game, 
you want to leave it on your 
last leg and tiy not to leave 
anything on the table ... ” said 
Elway.
